But It Will Not Shut 


as Recommended in Long- 
Secret Report. 


Most Regional Offices 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 (AP) 
-— The Veterans’ Administration 
took the wraps off a long-secret 
private study of its operations to- 
day and promptly announced it 


would ignore one of the report’s 
main recommendations — that 


shut down. 

Veterans’ Administrator . Carl 
R. Gray Jr. told a press confer- 
ence a reorganization plan is 
being put into effect—giving the 
medical and insurance. depart- 
ment autonomy among other 
things—but that he is not going 
along with the proposal for abol- 
ishing most of the 70 regional 
offices. 

The study, intended to point 
out ways the VA could operate 
more efficiently, was made by the 
Chicago firm of Booz, Allen and 
Hamilton under a $605,000 con- 
tract. It took 18 months and pro- 
duced a 1,300,000-word report in 
11 volumes. 

Gray said the report was of 
“tremendous assistance” in arriv- 
ing at his reorganization plans, 
but that the changes he is making 
were not based on it alone but 
on extensive studies ahd numer- 


ous recommendations dealing with 
the organization and operation of 
the VA... 

And, under questioning, he said 
the moves to give the medical 
and insurance departments auton- 
omy had been instituted by the 
VA itself before the management 
study was completed. 


Gray said the Booz, Allen and 
Hamilton report figured that. if 
all recomm’ tions c..acerr’>g 
operational activities were put 
into effect there would be a sav- 
ing of $10,000,000 a year. He said 
the report figured that if its 
organizational proposals were put 
into éffect the saving would be 
$15,000,000 a year. 

Gray added that he believed 
the entire operational savings en- 
visioned in the survey report 
could be achieved under the re- 
organization he announcéd. 

The VA calls its 70 regional 
offices ‘“‘one-stop service stations 
for veterans.” 

Gray said the Booz, Allen and 
Hamilton report would have re- 
sulted in claims being handled 
in 10 centers, loan guaranty in 
12 centers, and vocational re-

Report Says Tom Clark, 
Lamar Caudle Were In- 
volved in Delays, U.S.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26—Fum- 
bling of criminal prosecution and 
of civil. action against a.wartime 
operator, who allegedy defrauded 
the Government of “probably 
hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars,” was cited today by a House 
subcommittee which is investigat- 
ing corruption in the Justice De- 
partment.

II contracts awarded large firms 
in the Detroit area, was able “‘by 
his own improper machinations, 
to keep both the criminal prose- 
cution and the civil claim from 
ever reaching the trial stage,” 
the subcommittee said. 


The subcommittee, headed by 
Representative Frank L. Chelf 
(Dem.), Kentucky, said that ex- 
cept for Miller,. himself, the: rec- 
ord of the case is not an indict- 
ment of any individual and dis- 
closes no outright misconduct on 
the part of officials involved in 
the case. 


Clark, Caudle Mentioned. 


But it mentions prominently 
that Supreme Court Justice Tom 
Clark, who was Attorney General 
during the latter phases of the 
case, arid T. Lamar Caudle, whom 
President Truman fired as head 
of the department’s criminal di- 
vision, were involved .in the pros- 
ecution delays. 

“This case stands out like the 
Washington monument as the 
worst example of how not to 
handle a piece. of criminal and 
civil litigation on behalf of the 
Government of the people,” the 
report said.

But 
the victory they. ultimately 
achieved was greater than. any 
criminal defendant or civil liti- 
gant should ever be allowed to 
claim. The United States was 
the loser, in effect, by mere 
default,”

the report said that Miller, who 
once. served a term for robbery, 
organized “Norman E. Miller and 
Associates, Ine.,” in 1941 and 
started business as a subcontrac- 
tor in engineering services when 
industry was retooling for war 
production. 

He had clients such as Hudson 
Motor Car Co., Curtiss-Wright Air- 
craft Co., Goodyear Rubber Co., 
and Bell Aircraft Co. Starting in 
1941 with virtually nothing, the 
committee said, he ended up, at 
the time of his indictment in 1944, 
with a million-dollar business.

concerning a deadline for the 
release of prisoners. 


The Indian resolution stipulates 
that disputes in the repatriation 
commission may be referred to a 
U.N. commission for settlement, 
That provision, American spokes- 
men declared, mus¥ be tightened 
up to establish a target date when 
prisoners either will be repatri- 
ated or freed with guarantees of 
U.N. care for the refugees.

When' the people of St. Louis 
realize that today’s traffic prob- 
lem is as serious as the smoke 
problem was a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago, new traffic facilities will 
be converted from. plans to 
reality, Sidney R. Baer declared 
in an address last night. 

Lack of traffic arteries is the 
primary obstacle to progress here, 
he asserted before the St. Louis 
chapter of the American Institute 
of Real Estate Appraisers at its 
regular meeting, at the Montclair

He urged a large new city bond 
issue for traffic facilities and

ments. The institute is the profes- 
sional organization of specialists 
in valuing real estate. 
Baer, a leader in the old smoke 
elimination movement, now is 
chairman of a Chamber of Com- 
merce committee seeking north- 
ward extension of -the Third 
street highway, vice chairman of 
the expressways committee of the 
chamber, and chairman of the 
economy section of the Mayor's 
Citizens Finance Committee. He 
is vice chairman of the board and

Says St. Louis Lags 

“I do not know of any city in 
the country of the size of St. 
Louis that has made less progress 
in meeting traffic problems than 
St. Louis,” said Baer. “The fact 
that we are lagging in this most 
important aspect of modern civic 
planning is a reflection.upon the 
civic leadership of the city,’ 

The “prime need,” he declared, 
fs a system of “great traffic 
arteries” to the downtown dis- 
trict, coupled with adequate off- 
street parking facilities. He not- 
ed that work has started on the 
southern end of the Third street 
highway, to connect with Gravois 
avenue, while the northward ex- 
tension to Natural Bridge avenue 
is only in “embryonic” stage, but 
the chamber committee is foster- 
ing the latter. This highway, he 
said, will help stabilize the down- 
down district. 

Other: highways to downtown 
also are essential, he said, such 
as the three expressways in the 
Elliott report. In recent years, he 
related, highway funds that might 
have been spent in St. Louis went 
to Kansas City, because of ob- 
stacles here. 

Baer, pointing out the 62 per 
cent increase in automobiles in 
the nation since 1946 and the 
related decline of at least 50 per 
cent in passengers on mass-transit 
vehicles, asserted a direct con- 
nection between this condition 
and the development of metropoli- 
tan St. Louis.

A storm swirling down from 
Canada brought winter to nine 
States today, lashing St. Louis 
with winds which reached 60 
miles an hour in gusts, and laying 
down almost a foot of snow in 
states to the west. 

Snow 6 to 9 inches deep cov- 
ered a section 150 to 200 miles 
wide from southeastern Minne- 
sota into northern Texas. Most 
of Kansas and Nebraska and 
parts of Missouri, Iowa, Okla- 
homa, Wyoming and Montana 
were blanketed:

McKedlin said he did not mean 
that the Korean war would be 
spread.

SEOUL DECORATED 
FOR EISENHOWER

SEOUL, Nov. Cheering, 
chanting Koreans paraded through 
Seoul streets for the second day 
today to welcome President-elect 
Eisenhower to this war-torn eoun- 
try that wants peace. 

The hour of Eisenhower's ar- 
rival remained a closely guarded 
secret and the scene of his his- 
toric conference with United Na- 
tions generals was part of the 
security blackout. 


the streets today chanting ‘‘Eye- 
sen-hower.” Almost every. build- 
ing along the main streets had 
banners and slogans waving in 
the breeze. 

Four possible places for the 
meetings were subject to specu- 
lation. They included Gen, James 
Van Fleet’s Eighth Army head- 
quarters, two palaces outfitted by 
President Syngman Rhee and pos- 
sibly a warship off the Korean 
coast. 

It was generally believed that 
Eisenhower would visit a head- 
quarters near the front and at 
least one ROK army camp. 

The warship idea was discussed 
since it offers more security 
against air attack than most 
ground structures. It also would 
keep. the President-elect out of 
diplomatic and protocol argu- 
ments bound to crop up on Ko- 
rean soil. 

Security arrangements remain- 
ed a secret and there was little 
indication as to when the news 
blackout of Eisenhower's activities 
would be lifted—whether it would 
be as’soon as he left Korea, when 
he got back to Honolulu or when 
he landed in the United States. 
Police made a series of arrests 
today in a roundup of Koreans 
considered possible security risks. 
The number of persons detained 
was not reported but police sta- 
tions were jammed. 

Thousands of South Korean 
army troops, metropolitan police 
and plain-clothes men _ turned 
Seoul into an armed camp. They

SOLEMN- LOOKING -man with a long, early-American face, 


suits, and a: habit,.when deep in 


thought,-of making small clicking noises with his tongue, is 


now the great enigma of ‘every capital city,,from Moscow to 
Washington, As Secretary of..State, John Foster Dulles will be 


one of the world’s key figures. 


What manner of man is he?. In 


his term at the State Department, what posture will the United 


‘States present to the world? 


As recently reported. in. this 
space, Dulles looks: to .a great 
Many Europeans iike a 
‘breathing - “warmonger who would 
obliterate Europe with hydrogen 
bombs. in order to free Poland 
and s0 gain votes in Ham- 
tramck.” It is hard to imagine a 


man less fitted in appearance and 


manner for this role. 


To an American, Dulles looks 
and talks much like the tradi- 
tional American country lawyer 
-—shrewd (and perhaps downright 
wily where need be), cautious the 
often hesitates a full minute be- 
fore answering a question), highly 
intelligent and extremely prac- 
tical. 

Yet the warmonger image does 
exist in Europe, and its existence 
cannot be lightly disregarded. 
This image derives largely from 
the so-called “liberation policy.” 
Some of Dulles’s campaign-time 
political speeches on this subject 
no doubt sounded very fire- 
breathing to Europeans. Actually, 
away from the hustings, there 
seems to be little fire and much 
sound sense in Dulles’s views on 
American policy toward the So- 
viet’ satellite empire. 

His Views on Russia. 


These views can be summa- 
rized, according to reliable re- 
port, about as follows: First, if 
the Kremlin successfully absorbs 
and consolidates its great new 
empire, it will then be free with- 
out restraint to pursue its goal of 
world dominion. This might well 
Jead either to hot war, or to de- 
feat for the West in the cold war. 

Second, Dulles is reported to 
believe, that the Soviet satellite 
pmpire, so monolithic in outward 
seeming, is in fact subject to very 
heavy internal _ strains. hese 
strains would be greatly eased by 
an East-West agreement, recogniz- 
ing on a permanent basis the So- 
viet overlordship of the satellite 
states. The West should flatly 
refuse any such deal. There must 
be no new Munichs. No new Nazi- 
Soviet pacts, abandoning the sub- 
ject nations forever to Moscow’s 
rule. 

At the same time, the internal 
strains within the Soviet empire 
can be aggravated by other, large- 
ly secret methods, This specifical- 


-“fire-. 


be prepared to exploit this mo- 
ment boldly—perhaps by offering 
immediately to a newly indepen- 
dent. state the same sort of guar- 
antee against Soviet aggression 
that Tito has been offered, slowly 
and by implication. 


Countries in Ferment. 


‘These views may be disputed, 
but surely they are not the views 
of a “reactionary warmonger.” 
Other views reportediy held by 
Dulles, about American policy on 
this side of the Soviet empire, 
may also surprise the more vio- 
lent. of his European critics, 


He believes, for example, that. 
‘an essentially revolutionary situ- 
ation: exists in certain areas of 
the world, where a tiny minority 
of exploiters rules a seething 
mass of the exploited. Such rev- 
olutionary situations are the 
Kremlin’s. central asset. There 
must be profound changes where 
society is organized in this way. 
But these changes, cannot be made 
overnight, -and therefore long 
range plans for promoting change 
are called for. 


This is one reason why Dulles 
strongly . believes..that.a sort of 
national policy planning staff 
should be organized, and given 
direct representation on the 
policy-making National Security 
Council. The Kremlin, he points 
out, plans in decades. The United 
States should at least plan in 
terms of four years, instead of 
reacting spasmodically to .crises 
as they arise. 


Dulles also believes that his 
own successful negotiation of the 
Japanese peace treaty can form 
a model for dealing with specific 
situations, where immediate ac- 
tion, rather than long range. 
planning, is called for. One man 
of great competence should be 
given full responsibility for a 
single mission in a single area— 
bringing relative order and sta- 
bility to Southeast Asia, for ex- 
ample. He should be given wide 
latitude and enthusiastic support 
in any course he chooses to ac- 
complish his mission. 

All this, of course, leaves many 
questions unanswered about John 
Foster Duiles and .the future of

partly a result of the fact that no 
one has re-examined our customs 
in light of brand-new conditions. 


For example, 50 or even 15 
years ago, the number of Amer- 
ican regular foreign service per- 
sonnel was extremely small. In 
out-of-the-way places such as 
Persia (Iran), there might not 
have been more than a handfiil 
of persons and in some areas we 
had no representatives at all. So 
it was .no particular strain to 
transport household goods, at 
least for the senior officers, and 
permit them the luxury of having 
their own things. 


But now even in remote places 
like Iran there may be several 
hundred Americans entitled to 
shipment of their goods. I visited 
in Tehran the home of a very 
kindly and very competent Point 
IV, expert who had brought with 
him not only the family piano, 
but his impressive New England 
furniture—big breakfronts, mas- 
sive chests — that must have 
weighed thousands of pounds. He 
was only taking advantage of 
what’ was permifted .him. But 
multiply that ease by thousands— 
in new information officers, the 
cultural attaches, etc.—and you'll 
see where lots of American tax- 
payers’ money goes. 

‘Reverse the coin and consider 
what the :Iranians.-and the In- 
dians, the Egyptians and the 
Italians think. when they see us 
arriving with our pianos and our 
breakfronts. And remember, it’s 
the luxuries, not the essentials, 
that bring the gripes. As one 
Arab student mentioned to me in 
Beirut: “We could keep an entire 
village alive for a year on what 
it must have cost to bring Mr. X’s 
red over here.”

The Ruble Buys More. 


‘It’s interesting,.though gadden- 
ing, to see how far the Russian 
ruble goes as compared with the 
American dollar, - In Iran .it is 
estimated that the Communist or 
Tudeh party receives about 
3,000,000 rials a month, which 
at the official’ rate of exchange, 
amounts to about $500,000 a year. 
Compare this .with American 
contributions in Point IV alone: 
$23,000,000. 

Russian money is fed to the 
Tudeh through the Iranians act- 
ing as Soviet agents. It really 
gets to the grass roots. For ex- 
ample, any Communist: who loses 
his job or goes to jail can be sure 
that the Tudeh will come across 
with money for support of his 
family. That’s a fabulous psycho- 
logical weapon on behalf of the 
Reds.

‘If this is now followed up by a compromise 
agreement on terms of the resolution itself, 
perhaps the free nations will get back where they 
should be—standing together. 

It is easy to believe that the Russians really 
do not want a resolution of the Korean ques- 
tion. It suits their purposes well enough to 


have a considerable aggregation of democratic | 


forces pinned down in strategically indecisive 
territory. But surely the Kremlin's gratifica- 
tion should not be heightened by altercations 
and disagreements of the United Nations gov- 
ernments committed te withstanding Commu- 
nist aggression. 

By its continuing opposition to the Indian 
truce formula, the United States has brought its 
relations with Great Britain under the most 
severe strain. since the abortion of the London 
Economic Conference in 1932. And most of 
our other allies seem to regard the crisis just 
as the British do. 

” * a 


Under the circumstances, one is strongly in- 
clined to agree with the New York Herald 
Tribune that the United States has acted with 
“unnecessary haste and harshness.” ‘While the 
Indian formula from the outset sought to pro- 
tect the basic principle of no return of prisoners 
against their will, it had its weak points. But 
the Indians also were quick to accept amend- 
ments. Apparently they wanted to be sure that 
their proposal did not. become the breaking 
point of non-Communist solidarity. 


Secretary of State Acheson, however, con- 
tinued to express dissatisfaction with the pro- 
posed method of handling those Korean prison- 
ers refusing repatriation. His own alternative 
is not very clear, As the Herald Tribune said: 

On this there seems to be need 
for greater clarification and definition; 
but it would seem that everything neces- 
sary could be obtained by negotiation 
among the powers, Instead there has 
been on the part of our delegation what 
appears an inflexible and dogmatic ap- 
proach—an insistence that particular amend- 
ments be adopted or the whole scheme 
abandoned. 


This attitude is disquieting, especially since 
there were indications—how reliable one can- 
not say—that the Chinese Communists might 
be ready to accept the Indian formula in spite 
of the Russians. This would have meant a 
cease-fire and the early return of our own 
men from the Communist prison camps. 
And it seems reasonable to believe that 
enough pressure might have been kept on a 
truce commission to.insure suitable arrange- 
ments in reasonable time for those North Ko- 
rean and Chinese prisoners who do not wish 
to be given back into the hands of their own 
governments, 

ri * . 

Perhaps it is too early to give up hope for 
adoption of the Indian formula with agreed 
amendments. Certainly Soviet opposition alone 
is no reason for abandoning it. Meanwhile Gen. 
Eisenhower can explore the problem ‘on the 
spot in Korea. There, he will face the same 
alternatives that have been before the U.N. for 
months, 


One of these is capitulation or appeasement 
of the Communists. Such a withdrawal is quite 
out of the question. Another suggested alterna- 
tive is an enlargement of the war in Asia in 
an attempt to break the diplomatic block by 
military means. That, too, is against the best 
interests of the West. What is wanted is an 
honorable settlement, not a bigger war. 

The third possibility is that of compromise 
without sacrifice of principle. This has been 
the object of the Indian-formula. Perhaps the 
new Administration will try it. Perhaps Gen. 
Eisenhower may find a. better formula.

By not accept- 
ing Senator Taft’s recommendations for the 
most important posts the President-elect has 
delicately asserted his independence, and by not 
appointing anybody to whom the Senator can 
object on policy or personal grounds he has 
avoided an open split. 

“These are negative considerations and it must 
be assumed that other, more positive ones went 
into the appointments, The test will come in 
the performance of the appointees. ~ 


It is not generally known, for example, just 
where Mr. Benson stands on the most important 
farm issue that is likely to come up during 
the next four years—the question of what kind 
of price support legislation to write into per- 
manent law. But Senator Taft has a position 
on this as on most questions. He is opposed to 
extending the flat guarantee of 90 per cent 
of parity embodied in the present law; he favors 
some degree of support at some level, but 
believes no definite formula can be written into 
the law. 


In Mr. Benson’s case as with the other major 
appointees, Gen. Eisenhower has demonstrated 
that Senator Taft is not going to run the new 
Administration. But whether the general's ap- 
pointees will run it the same way the Senator’s 
would remains to be determined. 
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The Rush for TV Stations 


In 21 weeks the Federal Communications 
Commission has authorized 122 new television 
stations. This speed has surprised the TV indus- 
try and the FCC itself. But it is only the first 
lap of a. long and increasingly difficult race. 

The FCC still has 757 station applications to 
process. Many of these involve heated competi- 
tion for the same channel in the same city. 
These cases will require long FCC hearings to 
determine which applicant makes the best case 
for getting a public license—then possibly liti- 
gation in the courts. 

What the FCC has done, by and large, is to 
take the easiest cases first. It has passed out 
licenses where there was no contest for them. 
It has concentrated on areas without television, 
and. many of these do not offer such golden TV 
markets as those which already have stations. 

The FCC is hampered by a small staff in the 
face of a tremendous task. Television has grown 
amazingly and has already put 113 stations and 
20,000,000 receiving sets across the land, with- 
out coming close to satisfying the demand. So it 
makes sense to grant licenses first where there 
is no television at all, or only one station. But 
the worst of the FCC’s job is still ahead.

Now it is hurry, hurry, hurry. 
They have moved up the sailing 
date of the draft by three days.

Division holding such a big piece 
of the Korean front line has been 
heavy. The replacements. are 
urgently needed. 

So they stand in formation 
ready to get on the busses that 
will take them to dockside. The 
forging process is ovef. Out of 
the raw material from every kind 
and class and color and corner of 
America these men have come, 
Some were raw, indeed. Some 
had first to have the few teeth 
left in their mouths, rotted by im- 
proper or inadequate diets, all 
pulled so that they could be is- 
sued false teeth before they were 
trained. But they stand there now 
with a remarkable uniformity of 
hardiness and readiness. 


Going Out to War. 


It takes about 72 hours all told 
to get them on the ship.

He had written it in response 
to a letter from Murray E. Got- 
tesman, Provoo’s -defense coun- 
sel and once his own counsel. 


Fujita said in the letter, in re- 
sponse to: questions propounded 
by Gottesman, that Provoo did 
report Capt..Burton C. Thomson 
of Swea City, Ia., to Japanese au- 
thorities after the Japanese cap- 
i Corregidor in World War 


But the witness wrote that this 
was only to “prevent others from 
being involved” in Thomson’s re- 
fusal to provide napkins and ta- 
blecloths to the Japanese from 
the American prisoner compound. 


Fujita was convicted and sen- 
tenced to 30 years in prison as 
a war criminal for participating 
in the execution of Thomson. His 
defense was that he acted on or- 
ders of a superior officer. 


To a charge that Provoo of- 
fered information to Japanese 
troops, Fujita said in his letter 
that the San Francisco-born de- 
fendant was forced by the Japa- 
nese to provide the information.

The unions are the United Elec- 
trical, Radio and Machine Work- 
ers of America, with about 300,- 
000 members; the American Com- 
munications Association, about 
7000 members; Fur and Leather 
Workers of America, 40,000 mem- 
bers, and the Distributive, Proc- 
essing and Office Workers of 
America, total membership un- 
known, 


The first three were thrown 
out of the CIO on the charge that 
they followed .the Communist 
line, and the office workers group 
withdrew from the CIO in a dis- 
pute over its alleged left-wing 
leanings. 


The loss of certification by the

Proper Approach to Preparing Venison 
Deer Meat Should Be Seasoned or It Will Taste Something Like Gum Rubber 


By Hoyt Alden 


HUNK of venison is not as 
rare a thing as it used to 
be. A few years ago, when 
American hunters had reduced 
the deer to the point of extinc- 
tion, a venison steak was as hard 
to come by as breast of carrier 
pigeon. But thanks to the U.S. 
Wildlife Service and the Con- 
servation Commissions of the 
various states, the deer has been 
widely restored. Many § states 
which hadn’t seen a deer for 
years now have an open s@ason 
on them, and some states have 
been so successful that farmers 
are actually complaining about 
the deer eating up their crops. 


So, whereas many years had 
gone by without anyone giving 
much thought about how to cook 
a deer steak, today there is con- 
siderable interest in the matter. 
Birdie the Bride, confronted with 
her first hunk of venison, proba- 
bly will toss it in the frying pan 
and cook it like a pork chop, 
whereupon Friend Husband, who 
has heard for years about how 
delicious .venison is, and who 
has been licking his chops in 
anticipation, will receive the big- 
gest shock of his life. 


Now, to begin with, deer meat 
should be seasoned before it is 
eaten. As any deer hunter will 
tell you, a steak or roast cut 
right off a freshly killed deer is 
going to taste something like 
gum rubber. Outdoorsmen and 
‘Natives of the deer country age 
a deer from five to six weeks, by 
hanging it outside at tempera- 
tures not to exceed 44 degrees.

Just for fun, read Hornell Hart’s book*titled “Chart for 


Happiness.” Dr. Hart, a distinguished sociologist at Duke 
University, devised an instrument for measuring happiness 
and tried it on Hundreds of people. It gives a rating based. 
on’a scale in which zero marks the point at which one passes 
from unhappy to happy. Most of the world rates above zero, 
he found, and the average in America is about 100, which is 
pretty happy. Now— 

What about the unmarried population? It’s not below 
zero, but it’s below the average of the whole population. It 
scores around 75. 

What about the married population? (Taking only those 
who had never contemplated divorce.) It rates 213. It lives 
at a level twice as high as the average of the population and 
nearly three times as high as the level of the unmarried.

BUT THERE ARE OTHERS, and Dr. Hart made a special 
study of married couples on the verge of divorce. They aver- 
aged 160 below zero. The figure speaks for itself. 

Still another group was made up of young people en- 
gaged to be married. They averaged 173. They were happier 
than the average person, more than twice as happy as the 
unmarried—but after they are married they’ll be still happier! 

And I might add that married persons on the verge of 
divorce (160 below zero) were worse off than prisoners work- 
ing under armed guard on a chain gang (150 below zero). It 
pays to be happily married.
